years of terrestrial wanderings of 
the Carnegie, the only vessel of its 
kind in the world. Since it was 
built in 1902, the yacht has sail- 
ed the seven seas, its expedition 
compiling voluminous and valuable 
data with regard to atmospheric 
magnetism, its peculiar non-metal- 
lic construction permitting experi- 
ments-to be made which would 
have been impossible aboard any 
other kind of ordinary vessel.

juries in battling the blaze, ac- 
cording to reports^ Eric Sten- 
strom, who fought bravely in an 
effort to save the ship's appara- 
tus, as said to have been badly 
burned, while the others suffered 
less serious injuries.

Weather Forecasters Predict 


Weather to Shoot Upward 


Toward Evening 


Ohio shivered and shook under 


the penerting chill of near-zero 
weather today which rode through 
the state on the tail of a blinding- 
blizzard, taking the first tells, 
casualties and suffering of the 
winter. 


While relief was promised from

In the shore period of seven days 


the Columbia crew built a com- 
plete flying field at San Diego, or
